BY DEATH OF MOTHER

.SOCIAL UYNA.MH'S COURSE 


Oneof the likely ways of getting a job at the prese-.ft 
.stage of ptuvincial affairs is to take the course in “Social 
Oynaniics.’’ About one hundred young people of Alberta 
apparently have the same idea, for they have enrolleu 
.lor instruction in the new school of preparation. A num¬ 
ber have also applied for correspondence courses. As 
originally planned, the course will consist of about 12 
lectures on human association, society, democracy, the 
trend of civilization, the pm pose and dangers of govern¬ 
ment, economics as a science and a cult, economic pro¬ 
gress, survival of ancient superstitions, the glamor ol 
gold, “work complex,’’ “scarcity complex,’’ civilization, 
leisure and culture; money, the financial system; democra¬ 
cy and the future; fascism, communism and socialism as 
alternatives to democracy; freedom as the goal of huin.in 
efideaver. 

This is quite' an order to compress into 12 lectures, 
un amazing assignment for any lecturer and an appalling 
range of study for students to absorb. 

Following the course of lectures, examinations will be 
held sis a test of accumulation understanding. It is under¬ 
stood that the experts, Messrs Byrne, Powell and Mac- 
Lachan are to be the lecturers, and doubtless examiner.- 
also. 

Graduates of thia course have the happy prospect of 
civil service employment. It is expected that they will 
be absorbed as.-employees of the newSoeial Credit de¬ 
partment. According to Mr. Byrne “a limited number of 
persons will' be wanted with a thorough knowledge of 
scientific social organization, a branch of the science of 
social dynamics." 

Mr. Byrne’s optimistic thought that these 12 lectures 
will equip any student with a “thorough knowledge of 
scientific social organization,” leaves the educat'onists ol 
this country gasping. What a reproach it is to the pon¬ 
derous eight year courses of high schools and university! 
And how rarely the university graduate is considered to 
have a “thorough knowledge,” even after long years of 
specialized scientific study. 

Just what these young jreople will be awarded is not 
made clear. They will probably be “sub-experts,” c 
“S. E.” for short. And how it is not beyond the scope 
of possibilities that some will be sent forth as missionaries 
to other lands. 

They have paid $5.00 each for the course of lectures, 
which is doubtless a reward for these lecturers who are 
supposed to be working fqll time and at generous wage 
for the people of Alberta. If the ciril service is extended 
to include the young graduates their salaries will be paid 
by the people. Or if they go forth as servants to Jbiskat- 
chewan or eLsewhere, who but the people will payV It 
sounds fantastic rather than dynamic. \—_

It is the 
part of courtesy and good business for every ratepayer 
to be present. 

Too large a proportion of those who should attend, re¬ 
serve their voluble comments for the street corners and 
their unofficial talk centres. Why ndt be fair and sport¬ 
ing enough to bring such comments before the annual 
lieeting where they will be officially met. 

Ratepayers who are well satisfied with administration 
often consider that they signalize their approval by their 
absence. But this seems a negative and uninspiring way 
'n which to sh6w appreciation for service rendered. 

Citizens have no trouble in keeping in mind the date 
of a good movie or a lodge meeting, a concert or even a 
lance. How can they ju.stify absence from the most im-

J. C. Mooney, sanitary inspector of 
the Foothills Health Unit, was a caller 
at the Advocate office last week and 
displayed a Tullibee Ash, one he had 
picked at random from a truckload. 
This flsh had b^n thawed out and Mr. 
.Mooney pointed out innumerable 
small cysts in the flesh of the flsh. 
These cysts contain pus, which 
spieads through .the flesh of the flsh 
when the cysts are ruptured. In addi¬ 
tion to the cysts full of pus, which 
must certainly affect the flesh to some 
degree, Mr. Mooney pointed out two 
worms, measuring six and ten inches 
in length, which had been pulled out 
of the flesh of the flsh. No person 
would even think of eating Tullibee, 
«fter once seeing the pus cysts and 
worms which pollute the flesh. 

Pedlars who are visiting the towns 
in the district and offering flsh for 
sale are legally engaged if they are 
selling their own catch and have the 
proper license. However, it is unlaw¬ 
ful to sell tullibee as white flsh, and 
names such as “Tee White” or “Tulli¬ 
bee White” are often used to sug¬ 
gest that the flsh they offer for sale 
is the wholesome and appetizing 
white-fish. The tww fish are very simi¬ 
lar in outward appearance, although 
the tullibee is smaller, rarely weigh¬ 
ing over a pound and a half. — 

Residents of the town and district 
are warned, if they obtain fish from 
a transient vendor, to obtain a sale- 
bill clearly marked “whitefish” as well 
as the salesman’s name and his license 
number. If the fish is tullibee, it pre¬ 
sents a most unpleasant and unwhole- 
when it is thawed

This 
would make Commoil the largest po¬ 
tential crude oil producer in Tumor 
Valley, and, of course, in the entire 
Dominion, as there are no larg^e crude 
producers outside the Turner Valley 
field in Canada. 

The nearest approach to the Com¬ 
moil well is the Davies Petroleum 2 
well, which was given a potential of 
3,000 barrels a day, following an ac¬ 
idization treatment. According to the 
last available government production 
figures—4hose for November—Davies 
Pete 2, yielded 36,594 barrels during 
the month under 46 per cent, pro- 
ration during the first half of the 
month and , 36 per cent, pro-ration 
during the second half of the month. 

Allowing Commoil a potential of 
3,100 barrels a day potentia., the 
yield under pro-ration to So per cent' 
of capacity would be 1,086 barrels a 
day.
